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COMPLETE BAND ON AUTO CAP. 

Made in No. 30 Thread. Ch27, 4slst, start in second from hook, 
ch 3, sk 3, 4 si st in 4 sts, repeat twice, ch 4, turn. 2nd Row — 4 si st 
over each 3 chs, ch 3 over 4 si sts, ch 3, 1 si st in end, ch 1, turn. 3rd 
Row — like first, ch 7, turn. 4th Row — 4 dt over 3 chs. Ch 3 over 4 
--s—then ch3, 1 dt in end, ch 1, turn. EDGING— 2 si st in 
ch 1 — 4 si st, ch 2, 3 dc, ch 2, 4 si st in large spaces, then 
ch 1, 2 si st in small space. 



WIDE INSERTION IN NEW FILET LACE. 

This makes the larger mesh for filet work. No. 10 thread. Ch 3, 
instead of 2, skip 3 instead of 2 for open meshes. Use 1 dt instead of 
dc. Chain 8 for turn, instead of 5. Use 5 dt instead of 4 dc for solid 
meshes. 

1st Row — Ch 45, ldt in 14th st from hook— 9 meshes to motif- 
follow design. For Veil opening ch 27. Outer Edge 4 si st in each 
mesh, Ip over each row, 4 si st, lp, 4 si st in corner meshes. 




FLOWER TRIMMING ON AUTO CAP. 



Made in No. 30 thread. 1st Row — center of flower — Ch 4, fori 
ring, 2 si st in each st, taking up back thread only. 2nd Row — 2 si st 
in each st. 

3rd Row — 1 si st in first st, two in next, all around, making 24 
si sts, taking up back thread only. 4th Row — 1 si st in each of first two 
sts, 2 si st in every third st — 32 si sts. 5th Row — 1 si st in each of first 

3 sts, 2 si st in every 4th st — 40 si sts. This completes center. Make 
a tight si st. 6th Row — *Ch 20, start in second st from hook, 1 si st, 
1 sc, 1 dc, 17 dt— one in each st and 2 dt in last st — sk 2 si st, then 3 si st, 
taking up back threads, over same. Repeat 7 times finishing 8 petals. 

7th Row — 1 tight si st over center st of the 3 just made. Then 1 
si st in each st of petal going up. 3 si st in st of point. 1 si st in each st 
coming down, over all petals, 1 tight si st over center of 3 si st between 
petals. 

Stem — Ch 68, 1 si st in each st, up and down— each side of chs. 
Break thread. ... Pull thread thro center of flower, 1 tight si st in front 
thread of si st in first row, then 1 si st in each st — front thread — this 
forms spiral over flower. 

Leaf — Ch 20, 3 dc in 4th st from hook, 1 picot — i lie, 3 dt in next 

4 sts, lp, 4 dt in next 4, lp. — 3 dt, 1 dc in next 4, lp — 1 dc, 2 sc, 1 slst 
in last 4 sts. Join with si st at stem, turn Repeat opposite way in 
same chains. Finish with lp at point — break thread.

LARGE MEDALLION CAP. 
Requires 2 Balls of No. 20 and 1 Ball of No. 30 Thread. 

This medallion used on the side of a cap is a pretty effect, a 
other of course can be as well adapted, as it is only sewed on. N-- 
dallions might be used with other caps shown in the book, if one 
likes this effect better than as they are shown. 

Start at center of cap with No. 20 thread. 1st Row — ChlO, form 
ring, ch 3, 28 dc in ring. 2nd Row— Ch 3, 42 dc over 28 dc, that is 2 dc 
in every other one. 3rd Row — Ch 4, sk 1. 1 si st in next st, there are 
21 of these loops. 4th Row — Ch 4, 1 si st in each loop. 5th Row— 
Ch 5, 1 si st in each loop. 6th Row — Ch 5, 1 si st — twice — in each loop 
— count them — you should have 42 loops. 

Work thread up to center st of loop. 7th Row — Ch 11, 1 si st in 
each of the 42 loops. 8th and 9th Rows — Work thread up to center 
st of loop — then same as 7th row. 10th Row — Work thread up. Ch 3, 
3dc in center of loop, ch 11, 4 dc in next loop. Continue this same 
row until there are 10 of them. Then ch 12, instead of 11 for the 
last 3 rows. 

Band— 1st Row— Ch 15 — 3 dc in 4th st from hook, ch 2, sk 2, 4 dc in 
next 4 sts, ch 2, sk 2, 1 dc,, ch 3, turn. 2nd Row — 3 dc over first 2 chs, 
ch 2, sk 4 dc — 4 dc over next 2 chs, ch 2, 1 dc, ch 3, turn. Work 126 of 
these rows. 

Connect 1 loop of cap in every third row of band, that is work 
thread up to center of loop, ch 3, 3 dc — ch 5 to first row of band, 1 
si st, ch 4, 1 si st over this first row, ch 5 back again, 4 dc in next loop 
of cap. This will connect every loop of cap. 

Edging on Band is No. 30 thread — 1st Row — Ch 6, 1 si st over 
every other row. 2nd Row — Work thread to center of first loop, ch 4 
— 2 dc, ch 3 2dc in second loop ch 4 1 slst in th rd loon. 1 shell st of 
7 dc in si st of same loop, ch 4. 3rd Row — 5 dc with 1 p between each 
over 3 chs, ch 2, 1 si st over 4 chs. Ch 3, 2 dc, 1 p, 2 dc in center st of 
shell st, ch 3. 1 si st over next 4 chs, ch 2. 

Cord is a chain made of 4 double threads.

The Sunflower Medallion is the same as the instruction on opposite 
page in the yoke. There are 9 medallions thac join to the netting and 
6 medallions joined to these as shown. Make and connect these 15 
medallions. The first row between medallions and netting — Start at 
the 4th point (in 9th medallion) from the point that joins to the 8th 
medallion. 1 si st, ch4,.4'pt st of 2dt. Ch6, 4dc in next point, ch6, 4dc 
in next point, ch6, then to reach medallion, wind thread 4 times over 
hook, 1 pt st of 3 dt in last point of past medallion, keeping 2 loops on 
hook, 1 pt st of 3dt in first point of next medallion, still keeping 2 loops 
on hook, 1 pt. st of 3dt in center st of the 2 pt sts just made, working 
off the 2 loops on hook, ch6, 1 pt st of 3dt to the same center st.
